obtained a diseliarge of tlie estates. Nuthaniel Ounasire, 
his son, had hni lioaiilis in his house liable to tax in IGtki 
out of ifi in the whole township. He died in 1G69 and was 
succeeded by Ids hroUier Henry, and lie iiy his son Nicholas, 
tiio last jnale iieir. At his death in 1694 his sisters Mary, 
wife of Ambrose Walton, and Isahel, wife of Cdiarles 
Halsteil of Howlcy, succeeded. Upon a partition of t!ic 
estates in Hi99 between the two co-heiresscs, rtie nmuor of 
Altham wics valued at no inore than £JGii per animni, of 
which £\M was considered as equivalent to a moiety, 
and Isabel, tite younger sister, had tiie whole estate and 
received the rents and proills as a vivegsige, till that sum 
was discharged.

the son of Mary and Ambrose Walton, was a wortliy 
representative of his Saxon and Norman ancestors. Korn 
in 161^8, the fourth chili I of the B an asfr&—Walton alliance, 
he was baptised 22nd August of that year, His father died 
in 1710, iind his mother, who had Jieircd " the estate, in 
1718 : Henry Walton, therefore, “ recovered " the entailed 
estates of Allham in 1719, on attainingf Hie age of 21. In 
1724, on the death of his grandfaflier, he obtained full 
possession of Hie Altham and Marsden esliiles. He niarriefi 
Kiizaheiti Waintiouse de Erumott, who survived her husband 
and was buried at Colne. The marriage %vas celeb rat rd 
11th August, 1726.
